Hi Quess - 

We read The Detroit News editorial today and were surprised that the spokesman for DHHS was quoted as 
saying about the Michigan Pregnancy and Parenting Support Services Program that it had, “questionable 
benefit to families, and it’s been difficult for us to get data on the program to gauge its effectiveness.” We 
certainly hope he was misquoted. 

As you know, the contract dictates the reporting that we must do, and which we always do. That of course 
includes monthly financial reports on the EGrAMS online system, EGrAMS Quarterly Progress Reports, 
separate printed Quarterly Statistical Reports, EGrAMS Final Progress Report, separate printed Final 
Statistical Report, and responses to any other inquiries from you that we receive. Perhaps the spokesman did 
not know that. Does the DHHS spokesman contact the program office for this data? 

Since June 2014, Michigan’s Pregnancy and Parenting Support Program has served 8,168 women at 31,643 
support service visits throughout Michigan. The program exists to offer women counseling and mentoring 
support as an alternative to abortion from the moment of conception through the baby’s first birthday. To date, 
$3.3 million has been appropriated to serve Michiganders. 

This program is about providing pregnancy support and parenting education services to empower women to 
choose life when experiencing an unexpected pregnancy. The sad reality is that many women are pressured 
by other people to abort, and they usually face that pressure alone. We have found that 16.7% of women we 
serve in Michigan have been strongly encouraged by others to abort. Often it gets pretty scary for the 
women. This program provides a calm, kind, caring, and compassionate person to assist her through the 
difficult stress and pressures associated with an unexpected pregnancy. This support truly works. Last fiscal 
year alone, about 83% of the women who were pressured by others to abort chose childbirth instead. It’s what 
THEY wanted, and they received the support they needed to be able to do so. 

With the outcome data that we report, based upon The Center for Disease Control research and calculations, 
the program saved Michigan taxpayers $7 million last year due to its high immunization rate among clients 
(93%), and $37 million last year because the clients receive proper prenatal care (98%). 

In addition, the Quarterly Progress Reports that we send you list the top issues that our the program’s 
counselors address with the program clients.

We have reviewed and analyzed the proposed grant application for the 6*^ year 
of the Michigan Pregnancy and Parenting Support Services Program. Based on the 
proposed language in the application, there appears to be conflicts of law in the non¬ 
discrimination clauses. We request the MDHHS provide direction that resolves these 
conflicts so we can be clear what is expected from our vendor service providers, and 
Real Alternatives before we can sign the proposed grant application. 

Governor Whitman issued an Executive Directive in January 2019 changing the 
definition of the protected class of individuals included under the title "sex.” (see 
Michigan Governor Whitman Executive Directive 

https://www.michiqan.QOv/whitmer/0,9309.7-387-90499 90704-486781-.OO.htmO This 
Executive Directive applies to all contractors in Michigan. It is our understanding there is 
no religious exemption organizations can claim from the requirements of the Executive 
Directive. 

Given that the program is funded with Federal TANF monies, Real Alternatives 
and its vendor service providers will also be required to follow federal laws, guidelines, 
rules and regulations as well as those from Michigan. We have underlined specific 
clauses that lead to the conflicts of law below. 

PROPOSED GRANT APPLICATION LANGUAGE; 

“III. Assurances 

The following assurances are hereby given to the Department: 

A. Compliance with Applicable Laws 

The Grantee will comply with applicable federal and state laws, guidelines, rules and 
regulations in carrying out the terms of this Agreement.

We (Kevinjom and I) have a question about meaning of the "Deviation Allowance", paragraph 2Cof the agreement 
between MDHHS and Real Alternatives. It says in the paragraph that "a deviation allowance modifying an established 
budget category by $10,000 or 15% whichever is greater, is permissible without prior written approval of the 
Department." 

Is the $10,000 or 15%, whichever is greater, determined by applying the dollars or percentage to the whole budget, the 
$700,000 or the budget of an individual budget category. Salary & Wages, Fringe Benefits, Travel, Supplies, Contractual 
or Other Expenses. 

For instance, (1) if the Other Expenses budget category total year to date expenses are $80,000 and the budget is 
$70,000, is that ok, i.e. no written approval is needed. In fact, applying the 15% rule, the Other Expenses number could 
be $80,500 without prior written approval. 

Or (2) could the Other Expenses year to date expenses be $175,000 (15% of the $700,000,105,000), with an Other 
Expenses budget category budget number of $70,000 without prior written approval.

Happy Anniversary! The Michigan Pregnancy and Parenting Support Program (MPPSP) has completed 5 years 
of providing services to women in the state! In that time since June 2014, the program has provided life- 
affirming counseling and support to over 8,062 women as of May 31, 2019 and we project that number will be 
over 9,000 by September 30, 2019. 

As you know, funding for the program over the last 5 years has amounted to $3.3 million. 

We thought you would find it interesting, for comparison, that the $3.3 million provided for the Michigan Program was 
use to serve more women than the year the Pennsylvania Program received $3.1 million (July 1,1998), In that year, the 
Pennsylvania Program served 8,387 women.

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Real Alternatives Initial Response 
to January 14,1019 Letter from 
Campaign for Accountability 


We believe it is prudent to address the blatantly untrue and defamatory assertions leveled 
by “Campaign for Accountability” (CfA) in Its January 14, 2019 letter that it sent to Governor 
Whitmer, Attorney General Nessel, and Auditor General Ringler. That letter is an attack in 
accordance with the specific purpose stated by CfA on its website: to go after pro-life 
organizations. 

The allegations stated in its letter flow from ignorance and lack of due diligence by the CfA, 
to the substantial business detriment of Real Alternatives (RA). Several of the false 
contentions are also an accusatory attack against Ml DHHS as regards its oversight 
responsibilities in the Ml Pregnancy and Parenting Support Services Program. This is an 
initial response. A more detailed analysis will be forthcoming as required, 

inaccuracies and Misrepresentations 

First, the CfA letter exposes Ignorance about government contracting on Page 2 when it 
incorrectly states that, "In total, RA has received approximately $2.6 million from Michigan 
tax payers for its administration of the MPPSP.” That figure actually represents the total 
cost for Services and Administration. RA’s financial management has always been 
outstanding. The program’s administrative cost ratio has always been below the required 
cap. 

CfA has a complete misunderstanding of the Real Alternatives Program Defense and 
Advancement Fund (PDAF). Individuals and nonprofit organizations voluntarily donate to 
the PDAF to provide Real Alternatives with private funds to assist Real Alternatives in 
growing its programs nationally as well as other endeavors. Certain Michigan Service 
Provider organizations have voluntarily decided to contribute to the PDAF, some have 
chosen not to do so. Notwithstanding CfA’s unfounded and contrary assertions, in no way is 
their voluntary contribution a requirement or mandatory for service providers to participate in 
the program. 

Flowing from the Grant Agreement with M! DHHS, RA enters into fee-for-services 
Agreements with vendor Service Provider organizations in Ml. The “fee-for-service” is 
earned by the Service Provider organizations once approved client services have been 
provided by the Service Provider counselors to Ml women. Following counseling sessions, 
referral activities, and/or other services, the counselor submits billing to RA. Once the billing 
is submitted, RA is legally obligated by contract with each Service Provider to pay for the 
services provided. Once earned, It is the Service Provider’s money. 

From a purely legal perspective, this fee-for-servIce payment is no different from services 
provided to RA by its employees, consultants, phone company, electric company, or other 
vendors, etc. it is neither RA's nor the State of Michigan’s business what vendors, staff or 
Service Provider organizations do with their earned money after it is earned. If this wasn’t 
true, then the State of Michigan could delve into everyone of its employee’s personal 
business to find out how they spent their earned paychecks! It’s easy to see how basic of 
an issue this is, and how utterly ridiculous it is for CfA to even raise it. 






As far as the procedure goes, Service Provider billings are processed weekly for accuracy 
and compiled monthly for payment. Service Providers are paid at the rate listed in the RA 
Grant Agreement with Ml DHHS. The full charge of those services as agreed to in the RA 
Grant Agreement with Ml DHHS is submitted for payment to Ml DHHS. Once Ml DHHS 
reimburses RA, RA reimburses the Service Providers the full amount they have earned. 

As stated earlier, some, but not all Ml Service Providers, choose to voluntary pledge/provide 
monthly contributions to RA to be used by RA for a wide variety of purposes in keeping with 
the similar missions of RA and those Service Providers to advance services for women in Mi 
and elsewhere. Some pay by check, some pay by ACH transfer - they decide. The 
mechanism used to effectuate the monthly contributions Is called the PDAF agreement. 

There is absolutely no deduction taken by RA from the earned reimbursements of the 
Service Providers who want to contribute to RA out of their own funds. Those contributions 
are made completely separately by the Service Provider organizations to RA. Such private 
donations are therefore not at all a part of the Grant Agreement that RA has with the State 
of Michigan. Thus, no reporting of such received donations is required or in anyway proper 
by RA to Ml DHHS. Mi DHHS is not a party to those private agreements. 

The CfA letter attempts to draw a conclusion about the PDAF from an audit conducted by 
the Auditor General of the State of Pennsylvania, but that conclusion is not thoroughly 
researched by CfA. While indeed the Pennsylvania Auditor General took issue with RA’s 
PDAF in Pennsylvania in 2017, what the CfA letter does not reveal is that RA challenged the 
Auditor General in Pennsylvania state court. The CfA letter further does not reveal that 
months after RA challenged the Auditor General in state court, the parties mutually agreed 
to refrain from pursuing any further litigation over this matter. The end result was that 
Pennsylvania entered into a new grant agreement with Real Alternatives on January 31, 
2018. 

On another matter, CfA makes serious, unfounded accusations about executives’ salaries. 
The tack taken by the author again evidences a fundamental lack of understanding of how 
time and material, direct charge, government contracts work. The author confuses salary 
budget lines with alleged “increased raises" instead of recognizing or understanding that 
increased time spent performing work on the Ml Grant Agreement to continue growth and 
clients served necessarily results in increased salary charged to that budget line. To 
simplify, more time put in on Grant tasks equals increased personnel cost, BUT still within 
the confines of the overall budget! All such budget lines were of course always approved by 
Ml DHHS. 

More False Assertions 


Finally, for the purposes of this initial response to point out just how baseless and ludicrous 
the CfA letter is, the issue of previous Pennsylvania audits must be addressed. This section 
can only be seen as an intentional effort to mislead the Governor, Attorney General, and 
Auditor General, to their detriment. 

CfA’s letter noted that in RA’s draft work proposal to the State of Michigan, RA "claimed to 
have received ‘3 perfect Department of Public Welfare Contract Compliance Audits’ and ‘2 
perfect Pennsylvania Comptroller Multi-Year Contract Compliance Audits’ for its 
Pennsylvania programming (sic)." CfA claims that it was unable to locate such audits and 
therefore jumped to the reckless conclusion that "Real Alternatives Lied to Michigan

Government Officials.” CfA goes on to disparage RA further by claiming that this rises to 
criminal conduct in the nature of "False Pretenses with the Intent to Defraud.” This can only 
be classified as false reporting by CfA to the Governor, Attorney General, and Auditor 
General. 

RA can’t be held responsible for the CfA’s poor research. CfA merely needed to check RA’s 
very own website to find a reference to the multi-year audit conducted by the PA Office of 
Budget. A reference to that audit appears in a letter from former DPW Secretary Estelle 
Richman to Texas Health and Human Services dated November 9, 2005, to recommend the 
RA Program to the State of Texas. Secretary Richman wrote, "Auditing, including site visits, 
ending in 2004 by the Commonwealth’s Office of the Budget for contract years 2000-2003 
resulted in findings that showed complete compliance with all contract requirements. 
Auditors had no recommendations.” (A copy of the Secretary Richman letter is enclosed.) 

Perhaps the audit reports were purged by the Pennsylvania agencies that CfA chose to 
contact in the normal course of carrying out document retention policies, but that doesn’t 
mean that the audits never occurred. It certainly doesn’t give CfA a reasonable basis to levy 
disparaging, false, allegations of criminal conduct against RA and to make a woefully 
inaccurate report to the Governor of Michigan, the Michigan Attorney General, and the 
Auditor General of Michigan. 

We are confident that this initial response clearly shows that the CfA letter is completely 
without merit, and has been drafted and submitted solely for the purpose of causing 
irreparable damage to a pro-life organization and program. There are numerous other false, 
misleading and misrepresented allegations in the CfA letter that will be addressed following 
a comprehensive review of the 618 page document.

As Secretary of Pennsylvania’s Department of Public Welfare, it is my pleasure to 
recommend to you Real Alternatives of Harrisburg as a consultant for the Texas Alternative to 
Abortion Services Program. My staff and I have had an excellent working relationship with Real 
Alternatives since my appointment as secretary by Governor Ed Rendell in January 2003 
Shortly after accepting my post. 1 was fully briefed on all aspects of our effective $5.4 million a 
year Pennsylvania Alternative to Abortion Service Program by Real Alternatives, i was 
impressed by the overall design and implementation of this statewide pregnancy and parenting 
support services program, as well as its low administrative cost ratio. This last fiscal year 
ending in June 2005 resulted in a ratio of 8.1%. 

Real Alternatives has developed a system of thorough and extensive administrative and 
semce provider monitoring practices to ensure program compliance and has yearly exceeded 
performance requirements, Auditing, including site visits, ending in 2004 by the 
Commonwealth’s Office of the Budget for contract years 2000-2003 resulted in findings that 
showed complete compliance with all contract requirements.

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Real Alternatives Initial Response 
to January 14,1019 Letter from 
Campaign for Accountability 


We believe it is prudent to address the blatantly untrue and defamatory assertions leveled 
by "Campaign for Accountability" (CfA) In its January 14, 2019 letter that it sent to Governor 
Whitmer, Attorney General Nessel, and Auditor General Ringler. That letter is an attack in 
accordance with the specific purpose stated by CfA on its website: to go after pro-life 
organizations. 

The allegations stated in its letter flow from ignorance and lack of due diligence by the CfA, 
to the substantial business detriment of Real Alternatives (RA). Several of the false 
contentions are also an accusatory attack against Ml DHHS as regards Its oversight 
responsibilities in the Ml Pregnancy and Parenting Support Services Program. This is an 
initial response. A more detailed analysis will be forthcoming as required. 

inaccuracies and Misrepresentations 

First, the CfA letter exposes Ignorance about government contracting on Page 2 when it 
incorrectly states that, “In total, RA has received approximately $2.6 million from Michigan 
tax payers for its administration of the MPPSP.” That figure actually represents the total 
cost for Services and Administration. RA’s financial management has always been 
outstanding. The program's administrative cost ratio has always been below the required 
cap. 

CfA has a complete misunderstanding of the Real Alternatives Program Defense and 
Advancement Fund (PDAF). Individuals and nonprofit organizations voluntarily donate to 
the PDAF to provide Real Alternatives with private funds to assist Real Alternatives in 
growing its programs nationally as well as other endeavors. Certain Michigan Service 
Provider organizations have voluntarily decided to contribute to the PDAF, some have 
chosen not to do so. Notwithstanding CfA’s unfounded and contrary assertions, in no way is 
their voluntary contribution a requirement or mandatory for service providers to participate in 
the program. 

Flowing from the Grant Agreement with Ml DHHS, RA enters into fee-for-services 
Agreements with vendor Service Provider organizations in Ml. The "fee-for-service” is 
earned by the Service Provider organizations once approved client services have been 
provided by the Service Provider counselors to Ml women. Following counseling sessions, 
referral activities, and/or other services, the counselor submits billing to RA. Once the billing 
is submitted, RA is legally obligated by contract with each Service Provider to pay for the 
services provided. Once earned, It Is the Service Provider’s money. 

From a purely legal perspective, this fee-for-servIce payment is no different from services 
provided to RA by its employees, consultants, phone company, electric company, or other 
vendors, etc. It Is neither RA’s nor the State of Michigan’s business what vendors, staff or 
Service Provider organizations do with their earned money after it is earned. If this wasn't 
true, then the State of Michigan could delve into everyone of Its employee’s personal 
business to find out how they spent their earned paychecks! It’s easy to see how basic of 
an issue this is, and how utterly ridiculous it is for CfA to even raise it. 






As far as the procedure goes, Service Provider billings are processed weekly for accuracy 
and compiled monthly for payment. Service Providers are paid at the rate listed in the RA 
Grant Agreement with Ml DHHS. The full charge of those services as agreed to in the RA 
Grant Agreement with Ml DHHS is submitted for payment to Ml DHHS. Once Ml DHHS 
reimburses RA, RA reimburses the Service Providers the full amount they have earned. 

As stated earlier, some, but not all Ml Service Providers, choose to voluntary pledge/provide 
monthly contributions to RA to be used by RA for a wide variety of purposes in keeping with 
the similar missions of RA and those Service Providers to advance services for women in Ml 
and elsewhere. Some pay by check, some pay by ACH transfer - they decide. The 
mechanism used to effectuate the monthly contributions is called the PDAF agreement. 

There is absolutely no deduction taken by RA from the earned reimbursements of the 
Service Providers who want to contribute to RA out of their own funds. Those contributions 
are made completely separately by the Service Provider organizations to RA. Such private 
donations are therefore not at all a part of the Grant Agreement that RA has with the State 
of Michigan. Thus, no reporting of such received donations is required or in anyway proper 
by RA to Ml DHHS. Ml DHHS is not a party to those private agreements. 

The CfA letter attempts to draw a conclusion about the PDAF from an audit conducted by 
the Auditor General of the State of Pennsylvania, but that conclusion is not thoroughly 
researched by CfA. While indeed the Pennsylvania Auditor General took issue with RA’s 
PDAF in Pennsylvania in 2017, what the CfA letter does not reveal is that RA challenged the 
Auditor General in Pennsylvania state court. The CfA letter further does not reveal that 
months after RA challenged the Auditor General in state court, the parlies mutually agreed 
to refrain from pursuing any further litigation over this matter. The end result was that 
Pennsylvania entered into a new grant agreement with Real Alternatives on January 31, 
2018. 

On another matter, CfA makes serious, unfounded accusations about executives' salaries. 
The tack taken by the author again evidences a fundamental lack of understanding of how 
time and material, direct charge, government contracts work. The author confuses salary 
budget lines with alleged “increased raises” instead of recognizing or understanding that 
increased time spent performing work on the Ml Grant Agreement to continue growth and 
clients served necessarily results in increased salary charged to that budget line. To 
simplify, more time put in on Grant tasks equals increased personnel cost, BUT still within 
the confines of the overall budget! All such budget lines were of course always approved by 
Ml DHHS. 

More False Assertions 


Finally, for the purposes of this initial response to point out just how baseless and ludicrous 
the CfA letter is, the issue of previous Pennsylvania audits must be addressed. This section 
can only be seen as an intentional effort to mislead the Governor, Attorney General, and 
Auditor General, to their detriment. 

CfA’s letter noted that in RA’s draft work proposal to the State of Michigan, RA "claimed to 
have received ‘3 perfect Department of Public Welfare Contract Compliance Audits’ and ‘2 
perfect Pennsylvania Comptroller Multi-Year Contract Compliance Audits’ for its 
Pennsylvania programming (sic).” CfA claims that it was unable to locate such audits and 
therefore jumped to the reckless conclusion that “Real Alternatives Lied to Michigan 
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Government Officials." CfA goes on to disparage RA further by claiming that this rises to 
criminal conduct in the nature of "False Pretenses with the intent to Defraud." This can only 
be classified as false reporting by CfA to the Governor, Attorney General, and Auditor 
General. 

RA can’t be held responsible for the CfA’s poor research. CfA merely needed to check RA’s 
very own website to find a reference to the multi-year audit conducted by the PA Office of 
Budget. A reference to that audit appears in a letter from former DPW Secretary Estelle 
Richman to Texas Health and Human Services dated November 9, 2005, to recommend the 
RA Program to the State of Texas. Secretary Richman wrote, "Auditing, including site visits, 
ending in 2004 by the Commonwealth’s Office of the Budget for contract years 2000-2003 
resulted in findings that showed complete compliance with all contract requirements. 
Auditors had no recommendations." (A copy of the Secretary Richman letter is enclosed.) 

Perhaps the audit reports were purged by the Pennsylvania agencies that CfA chose to 
contact in the normal course of carrying out document retention policies, but that doesn’t 
mean that the audits never occurred. It certainly doesn’t give CfA a reasonable basis to levy 
disparaging, false, allegations of criminal conduct against RA and to make a woefully 
inaccurate report to the Governor of Michigan, the Michigan Attorney General, and the 
Auditor General of Michigan.
